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When I first read Lima, and Pesa. Ilaan, walking in his shirtless sex with shirtless 
women. 


Maunel Corsemas is a man in Mexico, part of the ayachuco peasant mass 
congregation, he is reading a lot of Primeva, and even writing some parantheses 
and paragraphs on the syntactical arrangement of “Perhaps I was among the 
rapists of Baptised Churcho and he is a wrong man who was to adulterous”, he is 
finally a man who keeps reading with his spectacles all kept in a building nearby, 
which is full of books, manuscripts and scriptural writing of the Themasa religion 
sect of Christian protests. He is simply the former militant of the jeusava armed 
struggle and is busy working on his scripture and is working a lot in a newspaper 
office and selling his stuff. He buys some cannabis and smokes all of it one day, and 
gets a telephone call in some thtreat and fears it as psychoanalytic fear in fact and 
calls off the major transaction he is doing in criminal forms for the small cartelias 
everywhere and is also fainting. 


In the Arabos, there is another man Immasul Medine who is busy smoking 
cigarettes, and reading a literary magazine even writing a lot of scriptures and 
amassing wealth from women labour and male labour across Iran. 


Plot these- onto the combined and uneven development of the world - at one level 
our lives - bourgeois and secure, at another level combined cities, but then there is 
a lot of uneven development, so at one point it seemed to be a town in Ayamara 
Mexico, at another point it seemed Ilastha in Jordan, a number of such dotted towns 
and villages. In uneven development - the geographic context becomes part of a 
whole sociology. 


The man wakes up and smokes his cigarette and then goes out in his car, he is 
buying some women to produce the eating ritual of morning breakfast and this 
creates demand for more labour at some other point. He is busy buying more 
women, marrying them off, and giving death threats to his labourer and is then 
producing his accounts and writing a lot of stuff to commission all the male labour 
to transfer the budget to in fact trucks and buses loaded with agrarian crop and is 
then killing off some women and men in some other place. Imara Kaseem is busy 
holding some women’s hands and delivering them to a bus stop, they are all aware 
only of rapists, and he tells them not to mention a thing or two. He walks into the 
rainy hills, and kills a goat. He reads the prayers, and locks the women up, older 
women, and wakes them up in the night, and on the wall is written their job - to 
traffick the whole lot of young children and put them to sleep for labour.
